Two  Towns  Came  Together 

It  began  In  1948  when  the  legislature  passed  a  law  which 
permitted  small  towns  without  high  schools  to  organize 
themselves  into  regional  school  districts.  Several  towns 
began  to  work  under  this  new  legislation  and  the  time  had 
come  for  Freetown  and  Lakeville  to  give  it  some  serious 
thought.  Lakeville  students  had  been  attending  Middle- 
boro  High  School  and  Freetown  students  had  been  attend- 
ing either  New  Bedford,  Fall  River,  or  Dighton  High 
School.  The  arrangements  had  been  ideal,  but  the  towns 
were  fast  growing  and  sooner  or  later,  other  alternatives 
had  to  be  found. 


Mr.  George  Austin  organized  the  first  regional  meeting  in  1 

this  area  and  this  is  the  most  important  reason  we  have  n 

the  school  system  we  have  today.

I  District.  Berkley  was  problem  in  itself.  They  voted  the 


issue  down  the  first  time  but  asked  for  another  chance. 
The  Regional  Committee  agreed  to  allow  Berley  to  poll 
the  issue  again,  but  there  were  several  conditions  on  the 
agreement.  The  Committee  was  going  to  draw  up  two 
contracts,  one  including  Lakeville,  Freetown,  and  Berk- 
ley, and  the  other  including  only  Freetown  and  Lakeville. 
They  would  vote  on  the  first  contract  and  if  Berkley  again 
voted  it  down,  they  would  vote  on  the  second.  Berkley 
voted  the  issue  down,  and  thus,  Apponequet  for  the 
towns  of  Lakeville  and  Freetown.

Question:  How  was  the  present  location  of  the 
school  decided  on? 

Answer:  When  it  came  time  to  decide  on  a  location 
for  a  school,  there  was  a  choice  of  several  possible 
places.  One  was  what  is  now  known  as  the  Ted 
Williams  Camp,  which  was  then  owned  by  the 
Boston  Council  of  Boy  Scouts.  They  were  willing 
to  sell  the  55  acres  of  land,  but  the  price  of 
$55,000  seemed  a  little  steep.  We  looked  at  a 
piece  of  land  on  Highland  Road  but  received  no 
encouragement  and  soon  gave  that  up.  Freetown 
had  one  or  two  suggestions  but  none  proved 
feasible  and  we  were  still  fishing  when  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Paul  Leonald  offered  26  acres  of  land  on 
which  to  build  the  school.  Gratefully,  we  accepted 
the  offer  and  surveyed  the  land.  Another  small 
peice  of  land  adjacnt  to  the  26  acres  was  given  to 
us  by  Mr.  Ronald  Mello  and  with  these  two  gener- 
ous gifts  we  began  to  build  our  school.  We  later 
acquired  some  more  land,  from  a  Freetown  fam- 
ily. 


Question:  What  was  the  atmosphere  like  during 
those  first  four  years? 

Answer:  It  was  good.  Probably  the  hardest  decision 
we  made  when  the  school  first  opened  was  to 
bring  back  the  Seniors.  The  seniors  from  Free- 
town came  back  fairly  happily  as  they  were  scat- 
tered all  over,  but  the  Lakeville  seniors  had  always 
been  made  very  welcome  at  Middleboro  High 
School  and  it  was  harder  for  them  to  leave,  but 
they  were  good  about  it.  The  enthusiasm  for  a 
new  school  was  great. 

Question:  Where  there  problems  that  first  year? 

Answer:  Yes,  there  were  a  few.  When  we  brought 
our  students  back  from  the  various  high  schools 
they  were  attending  to  Apponequet,  there  were 
some  curriculum  problems.  First  of  all,  the  cur- 
ricula in  the  other  schools  were  different  and 
courses  had  different  names  at  each  school.  This 
posed  some  scheduling  problems,  but  we  sur- 
vived. 


",  .  .  It  was  the  staff  that  made  it  go,  the 
enthusiasm  in  the  school  in  those  early  years 
was  absolutely  fantastic.  I  have  never  seen 
anything  like  it  since,  and  I  don't  know  as  we 
ever  will,  i  guess  it  would  take  a  brand  new 
enterprise  like  that  to  see  the  kind  of  school 
spirit  that  we  had." 


When  planning  the  1980  anniversary  edition  of  the 
Polarian,  the  editorial  staff  scheduled  an  interview 
with  former  principal  of  Apponequet  High  School, 
John  Gsher.  Now  superintendent  of  schools  in  the 
Dover-Sherbourne  School  District  of  Massachusetts, 
Mr.  Gsher  was  able  to  give  us  a  first  hand  account  of 
the  lifestyle  at  Apponequet  during  those  first  crucial 
years.  "My  administration  was  beautiful  for  a  lot  of 
reasons:  first  of  all  we  had  a  new  school,  it  was  a  year 
old.  And  we  had  to  consolidate  curriculum  .  .  .  We  had 
to  put  down  in  black  and  white  what  we  were  going  to 
do  7  through  12  in  English  and  math  and  science  and 
social  studies,  ...  so  my  job  was  really  to  put  Appone- 
quet on  the  map."  With  all  the  academic  planning  that 
had  to  be  accomplished  early  on,  one  would  have 
thought  that  athletic  activities  would  have  gotten  set 
aside  for  awhile;  on  the  contrary,  both  the  communi- 
ties of  Lakeville  and  Freetown  were  bound  and  deter- 
mined to  have  a  football  team.

Because  of  the  way  the  school  was  built,  the  contract 
was  to  seed  the  field  and  then  stay  off  it  for  a  year. 
This  didn't  satisfy  the  community,  they  just  had  to 
have  this  football  team.  So  Dick  Bissonnette  was  hired 
as  the  football  coach.  The  first  practice  brought  every- 
one out  to  watch;  and  it  was  held  in  the  middle  of  John 
Leonard's  turnip  field  on  Freetown  Street.  Mr.  CJsher, 
who  viewed  the  practice,  recalls: 

"I  can  still  see  Dick  Bissonnette  teaching  kids 
how  to  line  up  on  a  football  field,  the  kids  didn't 
even  know  what  a  3  pt.  stance  was  ...  we  had 
maybe  30  kids  out  there,  I  don't  there  were  3  of 
them  who  had  even  seen  a  football.  But  talk 
about  spirit,  if  you  told  the  kids  to,  they'd  run 
through  a  brick  wall."
